29  Children  under  5  years  of  age  and  8  children 
between  5  and  15  years  completed  the  full  course  of  immunis 
ation  during  1942.  The  total  being  37. 

At  the  31st  December  1942  58^  of  children  under  5  year 
of  age  and  73^  of  those  between  5  and  15  years  were  fully 
immunised  in  Longdendale  Urban  District. 


Tuberculosis . 

5  Cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  reported  to  me  during  the 
year.  Of  these  3  were  malo  and  2  female. 


10  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  for  tubercle 
bacilli  in  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  during  the  year.  All  gave  negative  results. 

Schools . 

The  work  of  routine  school  Medical  Inspection  is 
carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  appointed  by  the  County 
Council,  Chester.,  Sanitary  arrangements  and  conditions  in 
the  schools  are  reported  as  satisfactory.  All  cases  of 
infectious  disease  are  reported  by  the  Headmaster  or  Head¬ 
mistress  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Food. 

Milk  Supply.  The  regulations  applying  to  Dairies, 
Cowshed3  and  Milk-shops  are  enforced.  There  were  seven 
accredited  farms  in  the  district  and  these  were  regularly 
visited  by  the  Inspector  and  milk  samples  taken.

Smallpox  Hospital  for  cases  occuring  in  the 
district . 

Tuberculous  patients  attend  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Clinic  in  Hyde  provided  by  the 
County  Council.  On  the  recommendation  of 
the  County  Council  Tuberculosis  Medical 
Officer,  cases  are  sent  to  sanatoria. 

Cases  of  Diphtheria  are  sent  to  the  Hyde 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  for  treatment 
and  care . 


4.  Venereal  Diseases.  Treatment  is  provided  for  Venereal  Disease 

at  the  District  Infirmary  A sht on-unde r-Lyne 
by  the  County  Council. 

5.  Childwelfare .  There  is  a  Childwelfare  Centre  in  Holling- 

worth  in  the  charge  of  a  Medical  Officer 
assisted  by  a  Nurse. 

6.  Maternity  Service.  The  County  Council  subsidises  a  midwife 

who  resides  in  Hollingworth.  There  is  no 
maternity  hospital  In  the  district,  but 
excellent  facilities  are  provided  for 
expectant  mothers  at  the  District  Infirmary 
A sht on-under -Lyne  and  the  Lake  Hospital, 

A sht on-unde r-Lyne . 

7.  Professional  There  are  two  District  Nurses,  one  for 

Nursing.  Hollingworth  and  Tintwistle  and  the  other 

for  Mot tram  and  Broadbottom. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 


The  Sanitary  Inspector  works  capably  under  the  direction  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  His  work  is  concerned  mainly  with 
the  inspection  of  the  district  and  the  detection  of  nuisances;  he 
also  supervises  the  scavenging  of  the  district. 


CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 

Specimens  for  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  examinations  are 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  and  the 
Infirmary  Laboratory  at  Chester.

The  meetings  are  held  fortnightly  (on  Thursdays)  at  St.  Mary’s 
School,  Hollingworth. 

During  the  year  the  Centre  was  opened  on  twenty  six  occasions. 
The  following  are  the  figures  of  attendances j-

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  appreciation  shown  by  the 
mothers,  of  the  services  of  the  Welfare  Centre.  This  is  indicated 
by  the  increasing  number  of  yearly  attendances,  this  particular  year 
showing  an  increase  of  some  three  hundred  on  the  previous  year . 

Although  in  the  third  year  of  the  war,  the  expectant  mothers 
and  young  infants  are  still  able  to  supplement  their  diet  with  fresh 
fruit  juices  and  adequate  supplies  of  vitamins,  and  extra  milk.  The 
obvious  benefit  of  this  is  shown  by  the  low  incidence  of  disease  and 
malnutrition,  and  the  healthy  appearance  of  the  majority  of  these 
infants . 

The  early  recognition  of  pathological  conditions  and  deformities 
has  led  to  their  arrest,  as  a  result  of  being  directed,  through  the 
Clinic,  to  the  child’s  own  medical  attendant  for  supervision  and 
treatment.  Pull  advantage  has  been  taken  also  of  the  available 
hospital  services. 

Toddlers’  Days  are  held  quarterly  (on  the  first  Centre  day  of 
February,  May,  August  and  November)  to  ensure  that  the  health  and 
welfare  of  the  children  after  infancy  and  until  they  attain  school 
age  are  not  neglected. 

The  genuine  interest  taken  in  the  infants  by  Nurse  Bullough  and 
Nurse  Hall,  and  their  tactful  guidance  of  the  mothers  has  undoubtedly 
contributed  to  this  year’s  satisfactory  record. 

The  Ladies’  Committee  continue  to  deserve  our  thanks  for  their 
unobtrusive  but  reliable  and  efficient  help.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  to  the  populous  area  in  this  district  is 
practically  a  spring  water  supply,  supplemented  by  water  from 
Brookcourse,  when  springs  are  not  yielding  the  normal  supply. 
The  source  of  supply  is  at  Arnfield  Clough,  Tintwistle.  The 
water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Manchester  Waterworks 
Committee.  Good  reports  have  been  obtained  when  samples  have 
been  submitted  for  analysis.
